TOUCHED A LlVfi WIKB. 


John I. Paaold Prostrated By a 


Powerful Electric Shook. 


From neanadav's Daily. 


.Tohn I. Pasold, the stone-cutter and 


contractor, had a close call for his life 
last evening in front of his home at 506 
West Maoon street. He noticed two 
ends of electric wires trailing on the 
boulevard. He cinght hold of them 
to tie them to a pole and in the act he 
was knocked down, and in u moment he 
was apparently dead, Passing friends 
carried him into the honee, where he was 
attended in a few minutes by Dr Farmer 
and Dr. Jones. He recovered conscious- 
ness within an hour, and to-df.y he is 
feeling the same as usual, but very seuk 


THOUGHT HE WAS OONE 


Mr. Pasold was seen this morning by a 


REPUBLICAN reporter, tie tells « thrill- 
ing story of liis experience. "Yes," he 
SHid, "I am in pretty fair shape to day, 
but I am somewhat weak, and m tbe 
right arm 1 have no feeling. You can 
see the burn on the wriat where the wire 
struck me and here in the fingers of my 
left hand are the black marks made by 
the burn. I'll tell you juat how it hap- 
pened. I had left my shop at S.30 tor 
home, after talking with Thomas New- 
comb, one of my men, about locating 
his son who had been killed 
in 
u 


railroad 
wreck. 
I 
went 
to my 


home at the corner of West Macon 
and College streets, and got my supper. 
Then I picked up a paper to look at it 
when Mr Neweomb came in to talk about 
his boy I went with him to Drobisoh's 
store to get a check cashed and on my 
way buok home, I noticed the lighting 
wire across the walk and on the boulevard 
likely to cause somebody to stumble and 
fall in case they were not removed and 
tied up 
The two wires were each about 


80 feet long snd nearly one-quarter of an 
inch thick. They had been down since 
Tuesday, May 9tb when Senders and 
Lee moved the Stamper hous» out West 
Macon stre t. 
I am positive as to the 


time of the break, because on the 9th 
EiiimnPrather tiien at my house, saw 
tbe wires come down 
She informed ihe 


house-movers at the time that they ought 
to report the riiimuge done, but instead 
of doing that the movers tied the wires 
insecurely to the pole, and subsequently 
the wind blew them down, and the ends 
rolled along the boulevards and into the 
street 
Tlie wires could be handled 


uafely in the day time as the current was 
not on except at night 
Daring yester- 


day 
the 
children 
ot the neighbor- 


hood had used the wires for a swing 
from tree 
to tree and across the walk 


They were m that shape at about 6 85 
o'clock when I eume nlong, I thought 
they ought to be made secure t" prevent 
accident from stumbling. I first touched 
he wire lightly with the t.ps of my fin- 
ers to see if the wire was charged with 


electricity. Thi-y were not 
I took one 


wire and wrapped it around the pole a 
number of times 'Wh'le I was a' work I 
saw my little girl looking at me through 
the bay window of my home. I was 
standing OQ the boulevard, and to make 
the end of the wire secure I took bold of 
t with my left hand. The end was not 
.1 nutated. 
I'he insulation had been 


partly torn nwa> by the break 
When I 


Tabbed that end I felt the current go 
through my body. It was comparatively 
.ight, but u wns enough to render me 
jerfeo'ly helpless. I felt like a post 
ituok in the ground, and could not 
.ooaen my hold on tbe wire. I had my 
senses. I could see my little girl still 
looking at me, but there was no one else 
in sight. I could not cry out 
Just 


ben the current seemed to be stronger 
and I folt that I would burn up. There 


no jolting 
sensation 
perceptible. 


It 
was 
a 
steady 
burn 
and 


my body sepmed to be swelling. 
No 


body appeared to relieve roe and my last 
thought WBH that I was dying. 
That is 


all I remember 
I fell over on the boule- 


vard and as I tell the wire being tightly 
fastened to the pole, head high, my lefl 
Imnd w»s pulled away from it. I know 
no morn until I regained consciousness 
in my home 
Hud the wire been loose il 


ouhl have followed and clnng to me, 


and death would hnve bean inevitable. 
TUP entire current us I stood there for 
perhaps fifteen Bf>oond passed through 
119 going out at one of my little toee. 
Th«re IB a burnt pla;e on tbe end of the 
toe and it is quite sore 
I oould nol 


sleep a wink last night, but I believe 1 
will be all right again in a few days 
There w«s only cue party beyond the 
point where the wire was broken who 
got light. It appears that he did nol 
notice the break or may not hsive used 
light at his home since the 9th." 


Too much cars cannot be exercised in 


looking after the condition of the wires 
in all parts of the city. Accidents wil! 
happen and breaks will ' occur. An ei'

LIGHT-WEIGH I COINS. 


Gold Reserve Break Causes the 


Abolition of the "L" Bale, 


The break in the 8100,000,000 gold re- 


serve of the Uuited States has caused 
the abolitition of one of the treasury 
rules that has been in force since the in- 
cumbency of Secretary of the Treasury 
Fairohild. 


All light-weight gold coins that come 


into the hands of the treasury officials 
have hitherto been converted into their 
weight of bullion by having stamped 
thereon a very obtrusive L that stood for 
"light," and put an end to the coin circu- 
lating. Afterjbeing stamped it was re 
turned to the person who presented it. 


This rule has now been abolished and 


the light-weight coins are simply re- 
turned to the person who presents them. 
This was done to protect the banks that 
would help relieve the gold deficit about 
which the United States is now agitated. 


The State Fair.

The State Fair bill, making Pt-oria the 


permanent location of the state fair, 
passed the house on second reading last 
Thursday May 4. It will have to pass 
third reading in that body before it can 
go to the senate.

This 
loots very much as if the bill might die 
for want of time to pass it.

ago the bill making Springfield the per- 
manent location, passed the house and 
was reported to the senate, March 11.

third time and wili> have to jbe taken up 
on first, second and third reading in the 
senate out of its order, allot which makes 
the way of Peoria look "rooky."

JOHN BDNN'8 SUICIDE. 


Particulars of the 'Young Man's 


Taking Off—He Took Poison. 


It was stated in the REPUBLICAN a few 


days ago that John B. Bonn, son of the 
ate Hon. A. Brower Bonn, of Deoatnr, 
lad committed suicide at Wichita, Kan- 
sas. There were no particulars then ob- 
tainable, bat to-day the details are at 
land. 
The deed was committed on 


nredny, April 27th. The story is told 


as follows in the Wichita Daily Eagle, 
of April 28th: 


FOUND DEAD. 


At noon yesterday Jack Bonn was 


onnd dead in h s bed in a room over 224 
North Main street. The coroner was im- 
mediately notified and promptly appear- 
ed on the scene. From all appearances it 
was a clear case of self murder. The rooms 
rbere he had lived were kept by T, A. 
Robertson and wife with whom he also 
ook bis meals. On a stand in his room 
were fonnd several notes written on scraps 
of paper and an ounce bottle labled 
'bromida" and containing about a tea- 
spoonful of the liquid, but how ninth of 
t he had taken is not known. 
On a 


paper upon which be had written a note 
were also the words "chloral hydrate 
joison" written on it. 
The writing on 


,he notes he left indicated nervousness, 
and were us follows: 


"Ton—Send what pictures and stuff 


s left to Scott. 
JACK." 


•'Return ring, mother 
and sister's 
etters." 


"Tom, I want little Bert, sister's boy, 
o have this pin, Dr, Bennett can have 
my body. 
JOHN B. BUNN." 


Mr Weil, will you please take care of 


Bert,?" 


Charles Weil—A h—1 of a pity, bnt 


Jack has simply rnn his race." 


One of these notes was written on a 


iiece of an envelope and had been torn 
n two and crushed. Bert, whom he re- 
ferred to, is his sieter'o boy, of whom he 
seemed to be very fond. 


The coroner held an inquest, the gist 


of the verdiot being that the deceased 
came to his death by an overdose of hy- 
drate chloral, administered with his own 
land with suicidal intent, and that the 
drug was not prescribed by a physician. 


The deceased came to ibis city about 


our months ago, and was employed by 
Jharlei Weil & Co. as a fruit packer lu 
their storage house. He was a good 
worker and well liked by his employers. 
Be was a periodical drinker, and has had 
several sprees during his stay here. He 
would commence drinking on Saturday 
dnd would not g*t sober until Monday 
or Tuesday. He started on one of his 
sprees Saturday mgbt and bad been 
drunk ever bince. On Wednesday even- 
ng hia room-mate remonstrated with 
urn about drinking, and told him he 
should "brace up," and when he had fin- 
ished his supper he said, referring to 
nimeelf 


'All right, Sootty; when Jack comes 


nome to dinner to-morrow you will find 
urn sober," 


When his roommate came home to din- 


ner yesterdav, and asked Mrs. Robertson 
where Jack was, she told him she did not 
inow, and he went to the room and 
onnd the door locked. He returned to 
;be dining room and Mrs. Robertson told 
ler husband to go and see if he coutd 
;et into the room. He compiled with 
ler wishes and finding the door looked 


raised the window ard fonnd the 


jody on the bed and ga?e the alarm, 
Mr. Bunn's pantaloons and sboes were 
on the floor beside the bed, and his coat 
and vest were on a chair. He had 
evidently undressed himself and retired 
as usual. There were several

beard on his face, his 


ilotbing was neat and clean and his face 
showed but few marks of difsipation. 
His position in the bed showed that he 
aad died without a struggle and he bad 
Deed dead some hours when found. He 
had pawned bis ring and watch and 
chain. His valise was said to be in the 
room of a woman in theGandolfo blook, 
ant when a deputy sheriff went after it 
she said it was not there. 


Mr. Bunn has a sister living in Kansas 


City, who was notified by telegraph and 
aeked what disposition she wished made 
of the body. He also has a mother and 
another sister residing m California. 


The deceased was born in Deo&tur. 


He attended our public schools and at 
one time read law in the office of his 
father, bnt he did not stick to the books. 
He preferred to go away from home. He 
married a young lady in Peoria, bnt it 
was not a happy union. The couple 
separated and the wife got a divorce. 
Two or three years ago Johnny was in 
Decatnr on a brief visit. He spoke of 
his brother Sam on that occasion, and 
said that ha had died in Nebraska, leav- 
ing a wife and several children. Mrs. A.

Bnnn, are residing at Santa Barbara,

for tbe Revenue Collector-snip. 


A telegram from Washington says that 


ex-Congressman Owen Scott, of Illinois, 
who is a candidate for collector for inter- 
nal revenue in the Eighth district, ar- 
rived' Saturday. Mr. Scott has been at 
lis home in Bloomington for the past 
month, and now he thinks it is about 
ime to renew his campaign for the col- 
eotorship. Tbe present collector was 
first appointed May 10,1889, and entered 
upon hia duties July let of the same 
year. Secretary Carlisle insists that the 
erm of the collectors should end upon 
he fourth anniversary of their entrance 
upon duty, bnt President Cleveland 
lolds that the date of permanent ap- 
pointment shall be accepted as the basis 
jC reckoning. 


Upon that theory Collector Wloox has 


nearly eight months to serve, since his 
oermanent appointment was made Jan- 
uary 4, 1890. There are now thirteen 
candidates for this place, and three of 
;hem, including Mr, Scott, are from Mc- 
Jean county. Miles Brooks of McLsan, 
and F. D. Cjltsen of Gridley, are tbe 
other two rivals from Mr. Scott's imme- 
diate neighborhood. Pekin and Spring- 
ield have two candidates apiece, and the 
others are scattered over the District, 
Mr. Soott will make no effort to see the 
president this trip unless Mr. Cleveland 
sends lor him.

A revolution has been in progress m 


Nicaragua for several weeks, and the 
present indications are tt at it will be 
successful . These revolutions are com- 
mon in Central and South America, and, 
as a rale, for that reason, occasion little 
concern among our people 
But the 


present Nioaraguan revolution is likely 
to command more attention than usual. 
The Nicarsgnan minister, Senator Guz- 
man, at Washington, alleges that the 
revolution was principally instigated by 
residents ot New York who have large 
capital and were financially interested m 
tbe affairs of Nicaragua 
This allega- 


tion haa created some excitement in dip- 
lomatic circles, as such an interference 
on the part of New York capitalists 
might involve this countrj in serious 
complications with other countries whose 
interests might be affected by the revc 
lution. Warner Miller, president of the 
Nicaragua Canal company, baa piomptly 
stated that his company haa been cere- 
fa! not to interfere with the affans of 
Nioiragua, which is probably true, as 
the affair of which he is the head sseks 
only to build a ship canal across that 
country to the Pacific ocean for traffic 
purposes and could have no interest in 
ths financial affairs of that country, so 
long at least as the canal is in the o in- 
struction stage 


But who are the capitalists of New 


York who interfered in the effaira of 
Nicaragua' 
Minister Guzman should 


not be delicate about giving their names 
He knows who they are, and what they 
did, else as a representative of his coun- 
try to this, be wonld not be m position 
to make a positive charge. He says they 
are residents of New York, bnt does not 
qualify them SB American citizens Some 
time ago some residents of New York, 
who are not American citizens, made an 
attempt to get control of the Nicaragua 
canal and to depose Warner Miller from 
tbe presidency of that company, bnt 
were unsuccessful 
Foseibly, and not 


unlikely, those are the residents of New 
York who have been interfering with the 
affaire ot Nicaragua

WASHINGTON, May 17. —At the cab- 


inet, meeting yesterday, with a full at-
